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It  has  been  considered  advisable  to  make  several  alterations  in  the  arrangement  of 
the  Tables  in  the  Report  for  1863,  in  consequence  of  the  division  of  the  work  of 
registration  since  the  appointment  of  a  Surgical  Registrar.  The  Summary  and 
other  Tables  relating  to  the  whole  number  of  Patients  in  the  Hospital  have  therefore, 
with  a  General  Nosology,  been  placed  at  the  conmiencement,  and  are  followed  by 
separate  Tables  for  the  Patients  treated  in  the  Medical  and  Sm^gical  Wards  re- 
spectively, and  in  these  the  names  of  such  diseases  only  as  actually  occmi'ed  are 
printed,  retaining  the  order  and  number  prefixed  to  them  in  the  General  Nosology, 
thus  rendering  them  more  easy  for  reference.  Some  additional  Tables  will  also  be 
found.

Note. — lu  the  following  tables  the  cases  have,  as  far  as  possible,  been  placed  under  the 
primary  diseases,  as  anasarca  after  scarlatina  under  scarlatina,  strumous  diseases  under  scrofula ; 
but  in  a  few  instances,  as  those  of  pyaemia  and  tetanus,  this  rule  has  been  departed  from.  The 
diagnosis  is  in  every  case  taken  from  that  of  the  medical  ofi&cer  in  charge  of  the  patient.  The 
patients  remaining  in  the  Hospital  on  January  1st,  1864,  have  not  been  classified  in  a  separate 
table,  their  cases  being  incomplete,  and  such  table  being  intended  to  form  part  of  the  Annual 
Keport  for  1864.
